SCENES IN SWITZERLAND. 


From Simend lravels.) 


One of the most beautiful parts of 
the Jura is that where the dent-de- 
viulion is situated with the source of 
the Orbe and its falls. We set out early 
ou a fine morning, unseen, to visit it;
